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This is a decision on the Request to Withdraw as attorney or agent of record under 37 C.F.R. § 
L36(b), filed May 23, 2005. 

The petition is NOT APPROVED 

A review of the file history reveals that: 



The original papers include an appointment of Dominic M. Kotab and Kevin Zilka 
as an attorney of record. 

On December 22, 2004, Change of Correspondence Address submitted by 
Customer No. 28875. 

On May 23, 2005, Dominic M. Kotab submitted a Request for Withdrawal as 
Attomey. 

On November 1, 2005, Stephen H. Pettigrew, on behalf of NVIDIA International, 
Inc., an assignee of record, filed a Revocation of Prior Power of Attomey and 
Grant of New Power of Attomey. 



Due to the conflicting papers filed in the above-identified application, the record fails to indicate 
clearly whether Dominic M. Kotab and those practitioners on the record are requesting to be 
withdrawn or be appointed as power of attomey at present.
